Produce* Oner 30,000,000 Tons' In 1013, 


Valued nt $40,000,000. 


All prevlouB recardH In tho coal pro- 


duction at Ohio wore exceeded in 1013 
both In quantity and value, notwith- 
standing that coal mining operations 
like nil other IndUBtrlen In the utatu 
Were seriously interfered with by an 
unprecadontcd inundation In March 
and April of thut year, according to 
B. W. Parker, of the United States 
Geological Survey. 
Mines were flood- 


ed and transportation companies were 
practically out of business through a 
good part of tho state for more thun 
u month, so that the possible pro- 
duclon was cut down probably 6,000,- 
000 tons. 
In spite of thin Interrup- 


tion the production Increased from tho 
previous maximum output of 34,528,- 
737 short tons In 1M2 to 36,200,027 
tonn In 1018, » gain of 1,671,900 tons. 
The Increased value was 12,864,005, 
from m.OSWM to J3»,1)48,OC8—and 
the average value por ton showed an 
advance of 3 cents—from 11.07 in 
1018 fo H-.10 In 1913. 


Although tho spring floods caused 


many of tho mln>j» to remain Idle for 
a month or moro, tho average number 
of working days made by tho employes 
wan 206 days In 11)13 (against 201 days 
In 1818), and the average production 
by each man employed was 790 tonu 
for tho year compared with 763 tons 
In 1912.
